BURGLAR USES‘ YACHT 


SAILS UP TO TOWNS HE HAS SE- 
LECTED FOR ROBBERY. 


Connecticut Police Capture Man Who 
‘Has Added Vessel and Bicycle to His 
Equipment — Large Quantity of 
Plunder Found on Board When He 
Is Made Prisoner—Boat Had Been

Middletown, Conn., Oct. 4.—{Special.]—A 
yacht and a bicycle asadjunctstoa burgiar’s 
equipment are the latest discoveries of the 
police here. , 

The aristocratic burglar who sails up to the 
town he purposes to rob is said to be named 
N. H. Ward and he is under arrest here. 

His yacht formerly was named Freddie and 
“Willie, but since Ward lifted the boat from 
Stonington, Conn., about a month ago he has 
painted out the name and altered the ves- 
sel’s appearance in other ways. 


Carries Wheel on His Boat. 


Ward arrived here in the yacht on Satur- 

day. Last night, according to the police, he 

came ashore in a rowboat, in which he car- 

ried a bicycle. He_rode the bicycle twenty 

miles down the Connecticut river shore to 

the town of Essex, where, it is alleged, he’ 
broke into the freighthouse of the Hartford 
and New York Transportation company, and 

stole several cases of canned goods. These 

cases he placed in a rowboat which, the 
police say, he @iso stole, and rowed a short 

distance up the river, where he landed them. 

He then remounted his machine and came 

back to Middletown, boarding his yacht at 
a late hour. 

On the yacht the. policé’ found evidence of 
extensive burglaries. They carried ashore 
several trunks full of. plunder, which in- 
cluded 53 pocket knives, 20 razors, 20 re-

WEARS GARB OF A PRIEST 
IN SPITE OF EXALTED RANK. 


St. Louis Roman Catholic Churchman 
Keeps Secret the Fact That He Is an 
Official of the Vatican. | 


St. Louis... Mo., 4.—Dressed in the 
simple costume of a Roman Catholic priest, 
the Rev. Father Cesar Spigardi has for eight 


Louis, keeping as his own secret the fact that 
he is a member of the official household of 
the pope, a monsignor, and entitled to wear 
the garb of a chamberlain of honor. 

The fact became known today through the 
issuance of the official roster of the Roman 
Catholic church, which had this reference to 
the St. Louis priest: 

Cassar Spigardi, monsignor, Camerieri 
D’Onore in Abito Pavanazzo, Nov. 2, 1892.”’ 

When seen Father Spigardi was embar- 
rassed that ‘his secret had become known, 
but admitted that Pope Leo XIII had 
conferred the honor upon him three years be- 
fore he came to America. The rank of mon- 
signor was conferred upon him in recogni- 
tion of his achievements in leading three 
pilgrimages of Italians of the working class, 
one of 11,000 persons, to Castiglione Delle 
Stiviere, one of 8,000 to the house of Loretto, 
and another of 4,000 to Rome. Bishop Carto 
of Mantua, now Pope Pius X., was concerned 
in the first pligrimage. 

Father Spigardi said he had never men- 
tioned the matter in St. Louis, as he desired , 
to labor as a common priest that there might 
be no ground for any one asserting that he 
was taking undue dignity to himself.

Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 4-—[Special.]|—Two 
bodies have been found in Lake Winnipeg, 
near Hnausa, and identified as two of those 
belonging to the party of eight that was lost 
im the storm of Sept. 22. 

On this date the Rev. J. A. McLaughlin left 
Berens river, on Lake Winnipeg, with an 
Indian guide and six children whom he was 
taking to the Indian school at Brandon. They 
started early in the morning in Mr. Me- 
Laughlin’s small sailboat, and that was the 
last seen of theni..

The steamer Viking arrived at Selkirk from 
the north end of the Iake last evening, and 
Stephen Sigurdson, who was on board, re- 
ported that the body of an Indian and of an 
Indian boy had been foundin the lake.

In the minds of the people of the 
place where the bodies were found that they 
belonged to the missionary party.

Albany, N. Y., Oct. 4.—The state depart- 
ment of labor, in its quarterly bulletin, at- 
tributes the diminution of the unprecedented 
degree of employment and wages reported 
in June as) due almost wholly to labpr dis- 
‘putes. | | | | 
/ “The lockout in the building trades of 
‘Manhattan and Bronx boroughs of New York 
City,” it says, “ overshadowed all other dis- 
putes of the summer and threw several thou- 
sand wage earners out of work.”’ 

According to the bulletin, immigration this 
summer has exceeded even the record break- 
ing current of last year, and indicates the 
eagerness of the low paid laborers of central 
and southeastern Europe to enjoy the pros- 
perity which, on the whole, still reigns in 
the United States. Notwithstanding the 
great tide of immigration, the superintendent 
of the state freé employment bureau in New 
York City states that at no time during the 
quarter, was he able to meet the demands for 
domestic help. | 

“ Prosperity is so widely diffused,’’ says 
the bulletin, ‘‘ that the servant keeping class 
is larger than ever before, and has thus 
created a derhand that exceeds the supply.”

ROBBED INA DAY. 


CHARLES BERG SAYS HE WAS 
LURED FROM HOUSE AT NIGHT. 


Tella Police That Messenger Roused 
Him at 2A. M. to Answer Telephone 
in Saloon aud Tiht When on the 
Street He Was Attacked, a Bag 
Thrown Over His Head, and Watch 
and Money Taken — Thieves Also 
Enter His House. 


Robbed twice in twenty-four hours, the 
second time after he had been lured from 
his house by a supposed messenger boy, is 
the remarkable story told the police of the 
East Chicago avenue station yesterday by 
Charles Berg, 121 Gault court.

Believing the message was from his wife, 
who is in Michigan, Berg hastily put on his 
coat and hat and left his home. The youth, 
who had left the house after delivering the 
message, could not be seen when Berg ap- 
peared on the street. 


Holdup Men Use a Bag. 

As he was about to cross the alley; opposite 
the Oak street public school, Berg says the 
robbers sprang out from behind a wagon, afid 
before he could resist one of the men had 
seized him by the tbroat, while the other 
threw a bag over his head. 


Victim Dragged Into Alley. 

Berg says he struggled to free himself but 
was dragged into the alley and his valuables 
taken from him. The police believe the rob- 
bers live in the neighborhood.

Washington, and St. Louis require negro 
children to attend schools set apart for them. 
Cincinnati has a schoo! for negroes, and Phil- 
adelphia sets apart buildings for them, but’ 
in these two cities the negro chil afe hot. 
required by law to ‘attend - special 
schools. 

“Mixed ” schools would never be tolerated - 
in Baltimore. A state law makes them im- 
possible. James H. Van Sickle, who made a 
study of the question of educating the negro 
and who has been for several years superin- 
tendent of the public schools of Baltimore, 
said last night: 


“There should be separate ‘schools 


whites and negroes, taught by men‘of the re- 


spective races, but under the sole supervision —. 


of the white officials. This is the only solt- 
tion of the question in cities like Baltimore, 
where there is a large negro population.’ In * 
cities where there are few negro children — 
it may be necessary from an economical 
standpoint to train them with the white*” 
children, but I think it better evem then to ” 
give them separate instruction in manial 
work as well as in elementary education. 

“I favor cooking and sewing schools for” 
negroes, as I believe it a step toward the 
solution of the servant problem. Thé blacks 
should be their own leaders. Baltimore has’ 
eleven schools for negroes, with 7,165 pupils 
and 139 colored teachers. There are also. 
six colored schools, with 2,683 pupils and 
sixty-five white teachers. The latter in- 
structors will be displaced with negroes 
soon as possible." 3 

Two Systems of St. Louis. © 

St. Louis has two separate and distinctly 
defined school systems, one for white pupils. 
and the other for negroes.. of the 
system Supt. Slodan said: ; 

“Tt is our alm to keep the schools elike 
in all respects, such as buildings and courses 
of studies. The negro pupils are taught by : 
teachers of their own race. The negto édu-* 
cational system of St. Louis has no'relation 
to the system for white children ‘wntil it 
reaches my office. The law requires that. 
children with the slightest admixtare of: 
African blood must attend the negro schools, 
but Chinese or members of any other race ~ 
cannot attend.

“The ‘school nearest the home rule is 
used to check undesirable transfers.” ' 

Supt. Edward Brooks said: 


* We have several white teachers presiding 


cheerfully over schools whose pupils are 
negroes. This is effected by. the rradual 
change in the character of the attendance. 
Of course, we have some schools where 
negroes are found among the whites. but thia _ 
is caused by the fact that there ts no regre- 
school within easy distance. Discrimination 
has never been reported to me.”

McLaughlin States His Case. 

Hugh McLaughlin indicated plainly today 
that only the fact that the Kings county 
delegates had gone into the city convention 
and thus bound themselves prevented Wil- 
loughby street from openly bolting Tam- 
many’s McClellan, Grout, and Fornes ticket. 

It was a mistake, he said, for Brooklyn 
delegates “to enter Carnegie hall at all and 
to submit to the dictation of a boss who, as 
he described it, “‘ knows as little of regularity 
or democracy as he does of the favorite 
dishes of the khedive of Egypt.” 

“The Broeklyn convention having been 
held, what is now 
county toward the democratic city ticket?’ 
the Brooklyn leader was asked. 

“Absolutely regular,”’ was the reply. 
much of the regular democratic city ticket as 
is democratic the Kings county organization 
has indorsed. 

**So much of it as is republican or mongrel 
the Kings county democratic organization 
has not indorsed. Do not mistake the nature 
of this controversy. It is not a political 
fight; it is a personal declaration of hostility 
on the part of the man who is at present in 
control of the Tammany machinery.” 

Before Tammany finds an abiding place in 
the borough across the river a desperate 
battle will be fought. McLaughlin will spare 
no endeavor to bring about the downfall of 
Edward M. Grout, whom he regards as the 
most treacherous politician in the city. When 
the election day sun sets either Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin or Charles F. Murphy, in all prob- 
ability, will have been swept from the polit- 
ical field. 

McClellan’s Novel Plans. 

Tammany will conduct a linguistic cam- 
paign this year, and its candidate for mayor, 
George B. McCiellan, will set the pace. 

Mr. McClellan will make speeches in four 
languages, and in this respect at least will 
have the advantage over Mayor Low, who, 
aithough he was a president of a university, 
he uses only English while talking from the 
platform. 

During his recent European tour Mr. Mc- 
Clellan improved his acquaintance with Ger- 
man, Italian, and French. He stil! reads 
German, French, and Italian books and news- 
papers, and is nfident he will be able to 
talk in these languages fluentiy when he goes 
on the stump. He expects he will speak al- 
most every night during the campaign, and 
has planned to make at least a dozen speeches 
in German, five or six in Italian, and one or 
two in French. Others will be in English. 


Grout Contradicts Low. 

Controller Grout today issued a statement 
in regard to the statement made yesterday 
by Mayor Low to the effect that Mr. Grout 
had once suggested to him the possibility 
that he might be offered a Tammany nomi- 
nation, and that in that event he would con- 
tinue to support Mr. Low. Mr. Grout says 
in part: 

*T think that Mr. Low will recall that I 
said I could receive it only if made uncon- 
ditionally, and that I would not permit it to 
silence me in the campaign; that under these 
conditions it seemed to me that it would be 
a tower of strength to Mr. Low, and that I 
might properly accept. Mr. Low distinctly 
assented to this view.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—[Special.]J—

At present whoever wishes to put up an 
electric sign has to get a permit from the 
council. The applieant goes to one of the 
aldermen from his ward, and if the alder- 
introduces-an order.for his benefit the 
council passes it without.examination out 
Really the time of the council 
should not be taken up with petty special 
legislation of this kind. | 

- An ordinance is to be introduced. this 
evening providing that all permits for elec- 


"tric sigus shall be issued by the city elec- 


trician upon‘the request or approval of an 
alderman of the ward. This is not a sat- 
isfactory plan. ‘There is no reason why 
aldermen should be bothered with matters 
of this kind or why they should have the 
authority it is proposed to give them. | 
There should be general regulations gov- 
erning the electric sign business. At pres- 
ent someof them-arel too large and obtru- 
sive. Some, it is said, are dangerous. The 
wisdom of the council ought to be sufficient 
to enable it to pass an ordinance authoriz- 
ing ‘the city electrical department, which 
has to see that the Wiring is properly doue, 
to grant permits for signs which do not 
exceed a certaiu size, do not projéct over 
-the sidewalk beyond a certain distance, 
and cannot bé a source of danger. Thena 
storekeeper who wishes to put up a sign 
will not have to trouble his alderman. There 
will be cases where political or other bodies 
may wish to put up signs for a special pur- 
pose for a short time. They-can go to the 
econncil, 

If such an ordinance is passed it will dis- 
pose satisfactorily of the electric sign ques- 
tion, unless aldermen hasten to nullify it 
by offering special orders for the benefit of 
coustituents who. wish to put up signs.which 
they are not allowed to erect under its 
terms.

_ Will the vaudeville stage compared with 
the legitimate stage ever reach the same 
development which has been reached by 
the short story compared with the novel? 

People who. say vodeveel, and who are 
irritated by trained oysters; answer this 
question dubiously, People who have gone 
to vaudeville enough to have been demoral- 
ized into saying vodvil, and who, if not ex- 
actly interested in trained oysters, are, at 
any rate, interested in the interest which 
other people have in trained oysters, will 
be more hopeful. : | 
_ The reason why they will bemore hope- 
ful is that they have been able to watch the 
rise and progress of the vaudeville sketch. 
Trained oysters cannot be said, even by 
their most infatuated admirers, to have any 
large place in the history of dramatic art. 
Sketches are different. No matter how 
rudimentary they may be, they imply. im- 
personations and situations, They are act- 
ing. an | 

The growing popularity of the sketch 
may, therefore, operate as a lever on popu- 
lar taste. Who can tell what may happen? 
The authors of sketches may find some day 
that there are men who do not throw all the 
china on the floor, who do not hit their 
friends over the head with barrel staves, 
and who do not come home drunk every 
night and get hoaxed by their wives. Then, 
with a larger and eaner view of life, they 
may write sketches which will ring as true 
as the best work of our best short story 
writers. | 

Even now there are sketches which are 
certainly as promising as the first short 
stories were. And there will be hetter 
sketches from now on.

ADY WARWICK has onee more.calied’ 
_ pattention to the fact that she is one 
of the most gifted and brilliant women 
of the British peerage by the publica- 
tion of a remarkable work entitled 
** Warwick Castile and Its Earls,’’ which, in 
view of the fact that Warwick castle, the 
historic home of “ The Last of the Barons,” 
portrayed in Bulwer Lytton's historical ro- 
mance of that name, constitutes a bourne of 
pilgrimage to almost every American tourist 
who visits England, will doubtless be read 
with considerable interest in this country. 
The book, among other things, shows how 
it is that the head of the house of Greville, 
who has no connection whatsoever with the 
peer known as “ The Lavt of the Barons,” 
should be in possession of Warwick castle 
and fifth earl of Warwick, though taking 
precedence as Earl Brooke, a dignity of more 
ancient creation than the present earldom 
of Warwick. 

Leaving aside the many legends which are 
connected with Warwick castle, as well as 
the authentic records which show the his- 
toric pile to have been built by the daughter 
of Alfred the Great and to have belonged in 
turn to the houses of Newburgh, of Beau- 
champ, of Neville, and of Dudiey, it may be 
mentioned that Sir Fulke Greville, one of 
the most distinguished courtiers of Queen 
Elizabeth and of King James, received from 
the latter in the, second year of his reign 
the grant of Warwick castle, of the grounds, 
and of all the other dependencies pertaining 
thereto. Soon afterwards he was, created 
Lotd Brooke. The eighth Lord Brooke was 
created earl of Brooke in 1746, and when some 
fifteen or twenty years later the earldom of 
Warwick became extinct through the death 
without issue of the last Lord Warwick of 
the house of Rich, King George added the 
earldom of Warwick by means of a new 
creation to the other honors of Lord Brooke. 
The earl, im response to a petition from the 
crown, received permission to style himself 
the earl of Warwick only, retaining, how- 
ever, his precedence as Ear! Brooke, and the 
present earl ts his lineal descendant in the 
male line.

imore, Md., Oct. 4.—Special services 
ee held the Baltimore cathedral today 
in honor’of the election of Pius X. Card nal 
Gibbons preached the sermon at high mass, 
and was attentively listened to by a congre- 
gation that filled the edifice. So dense was 
‘the throng, which filled every inch of the 
cathedral, that the procession of clergy, sem- 
inarians, and acolytes following the mass 
was delayed until hundreds of. persons 
cleared the aisles of the church. 

In addition to being the first sermon deliv- 
ered at the cathedral by Cardinal Gibbons 
for three months, it had been announced that 
he would speak of the conclave which elevat- 
ed the new pontiff and speak of the general 
conditions at the vatican. 

At the conclusion of the pontifical mass 
the pope’s prayer was chanted by the choir 
of St. Mary's seminary of thirty voices. 


His eminence spoke as follows: 

* You naturally expect me to make some 
observatiofis in reference to the recent con- 
clave and to the new pontiff who has been 
ne gad chosen to preside over the church of 


‘‘Seventy members constitute the sacred 
college when the body is complete; but the 
college rarely attains that number, as be- 
tween ore consistory and another several 
deaths are apt to intervene among a body 
of men usually advanced in years. At the 
time of the conclave the cardinals numbered 
sixty-four members, of whom sixty-tWo took 
part in the election of the sovereign pontiff. 

“The conclave which has fust taken place 


of the American Cathélic church. This is 
the first time in the history of the Christian 
religion that the United States or any other 
part of this western hemisphere was ever 
associated with the other nations of Chris- 
tendom in selecting a successor to the chair 
of Peter. 

“I would not at all-be surprised if, in the 
next conclave, the Catholic church of the 
United States will be represented by several 
members of the sacred college, so that the 
number of cardinals from our country 
be commensurate with the population, 


the nation, and may be in keeping, also, with 
the numerical strength of our hierarchy and 
laity and the splendor and progress of our 
religious and charitable institutions. 


“In the judgments of mankind, the car- 
dinals of tne church are gcknowledged to 
be generally men of a high order of intelli- 
gence, of great discretion, of large experi- 
ence, and of integrity of character. In 
these respects J. believe they afte not sur- 
passed, if they are equaled, by any delibera- 
tive body in the whole world. 
- “T was present at the conclave and took 
part in the proceedings, and, without reveal- 
ing its secrets, | can most positively assure 
you and the American people that the elec- 
tion of the pope was conducted with abso- 
lute freedom, with the utmost fairness and 
impartiality, and with a dignity and solem- 
nity becoming the august assemblage of the 
secred college, and the momentous conse- 
‘quences of their suffrages. 

“JT have witnessed debates in the British 
parliament, in the French chambers, and in 
both houses of congress, and I must candidly 
‘say that in sobriety of language, and in cour- 
teous deportment of members towards one 
another the college of cardinals surpassed 
them ail. And this is thé more noteworthy 
when we consider that some twelve different 
nationalities, swayed by as many national 
characteristics, were represented in the as- 
sembly. On leaving the Sistine chapel at the 
conclusion of the conclave, and contemplat- 
ing the overruling action of the holy ghost 
on these heterogeneous: elements, I ex- 
claimed: ‘ The finger of God is here!’ 


“Two ballots were cast each day in the 
conclave—one in the forenoon and another 
in the afternoon. The votes for Cardinal 
Sarto steadily increased from the first to 
the seventh ballot, on which he was elected, 
When the cardinal observed that the suf- 
frages for him were augmenting he was visi- 
bly disturbed, and in a fervent speech he 
implored his colleagues not to regard him as 
a candidate. 

“Contrary to his wishes, the votes for 
him increased. He then became alarmed, 
and in 4 second speech, in most pathetic 
langwWage, he again bespught the cardinals 
to forget his name, as he could not accept 
a burden too heavy-for him to bear... All-were 
moved by the modesty and transparent sin- 
cerity of the man-:--When ‘he resumed his 
seat his cheeks were suffused with blushes, 
tears were gushing from his eyes, and his 
body trembled with emotion. 

“Pius X. is in his sixty-ninth year. He is 
of the same age that Leo XIII. -had attained 
when he ascended the papal chair. He has 
had a large and varied experience in the 
sacred ministry. He consecutively filled the 
offices of assistant priest, of pastor, of chan- 
ecellor, and vicar general. He was elected 
afterward to the see of Mantua, the home 
of the illustrious Virgil. He was subse- 
quently promoted to the patriarchal see of 
Venice. 

‘The virtues of humility, sincerity, can- 

dor, and benevolence are stamped on his 
features. I gan characterize him in one sen- 
tence by saying that ‘ he is a man of God and 
‘a,man of-the people.’ His name is idolized in 
Venice and along the Adriatic on account of 
his charities towards the poor. 
“We need not be surprised at the emotion 
of the Pope when his election was announced, 
for he was called to the most sublime posi- 
tion to which any man on earth can aspire. 

“The empire of the pontiffs is coextensive 
with the globe, embracing children of every 
clime and race and tongue, combining in one 
homogeneous body the most diverse national 
characteristics and temperaments.. 

“Among the pontiffs who have sat in the 
chair.ef Peter for the last three éenturies 
Leo XIII. stands preéminent. He has in- 
délibly stamped the Impress of his name and 
genius on the civilized world. He has writ- 
ten emcyclicals to the nations of Christen- 
dom, treating on the most momentous sub- 
jects of the day. He has dealt not with ab- 


.stract or speculative questions, but with 
“topics affecting the social and political, as 


well as the moral and religious well being of 
the world. He has conclusively shown that 
he was always in touch with humanity and 
could say with the Roman of old: ‘Nil 
humani a me alienum puto,’ (Every subject 
affecting the interests of mankind is dear to 
me.) 


** While living, he was every where honored 
because his words were a tower of strength 
in the cause of Christianity and stable gov- 
ernment. Kings, emperors, and princes of 
every belief vied with one another in paying 
homage to him and in visiting him. But 
what he more esteemed, he was loved and 
cherished by the sovereign people. 
“We all know what intense interest was 
aroused throughout the globe in his last 
iliness. Every varying phase of his sickness 


was flashed far and wide: An anxious world 


was oscillating between hope and fear while 
the august patient was hovering between 
life,and death; and when the catastrophe 
‘came the mourning was universal. ° 

‘**Leo has lHfted up the Catholic church 
to a higher plane of dignity and strength 
than it had attained since the days of Leo 
X. He has infused new life into the mis- 
sionary world. He has quickened with re- 
newed zeal every bishop, priest, and layman 
that fell within the scope of his influence. 
He has left to his successor the precious 
heritage of a blameless life and an apostolic 
charactes. 


‘*On the Sunday after Leo's obsequies the 
newly elected pontiff is borne in triumph into 
St. Peter's basilica by liveried servants, amid 
enchanting music and the waving of ostrich 
plumes, preceded by the college of cardinals 
and surrounded by an immense multitude of 
bishops, clergy, and people, who filled the 
capadcious edifice, and whose number was 
estimated at 50,000. 

* But another scene is presented which is 
calculated to sober the pontiff amid the in- 
toxicating atmosphere which envelops him. 
A master of ceremonies goes before the pope 
with a wand, to which.is attached a vase 
containing burning tow, crying out from 
time to time: ‘Sic transit gloria mundi.” 
(Thus passeth away the glory of the world.) 

“T am sure, however, that the humble 
pohtiff did not need this reminder, nor was 
he elated or dazzled at the splendor of the 
pageant, but, like his master, who wept on 
entering in triumph the city: of Jerusalem, 
Pius was overwhelmed by the coptemplat 
of the heavy cross he was destined to 
through life. His was the only heart un- 
moved among the 50,000 spectators assembled 
to honor him. 

“ What a commentary is all. this on the 
vanity of human glory! How eloquently it 
proclaims the truth that God alone 1s great, 
and:that no honor can satisfy man’s ambition 


but that which is eternal.”

HE theatrical trust must look to its 
laurels. From. Springfield, Ill., comes 
a tale of theatrical enterprise which far 
* outclasses anything yet recorded in 
all the annals of the stage. 

It happened during the week of the state 
fair. The capital city was crowded to over- 
flowing. People slept, when they slept at all, 
on cots and benches in the halls and cor- 
ridors of the jammed hotels. Hundreds of 
politicians had come down to see the various 


candidates for governor and they added to 
the. already enormous crowd. Meanwhile a

street fair was also in operation, and that 
kept the people on the street until late at 
night. Even then, during the three “ big 
days” of the fair, hundreds had really no 
places at all in which to sleep. 

Manager Chatterton of the Chatterton 
opera house was the only man to rise to the 
emergency—which was, at the same time, an | 
unequaled opportunity for him. He had 
heard, of course, of continuous vaudeville 
as it is practiced in the large cities, where 
the curtain never goes down from 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon to 11 o'clock at night.

For three days while the state fair was at 
its height his opera house opened at 9:30 in 
the morning, and from that hour until noon 
one vaudeville act succeeded another un- 
endingly.

At 8 o’clock began the performance of 
“ Hoity Toity,” a farce, which closed at 10:30, 
At 11 o’clock at night the players in “ The 


. Denver Limited " went on again for a second 


performance, concluding at 1:30 in the 
morning. 

Finally, at 2 o’clock in the morning, the 
vaudeville pertormers started in again and 
kept things extremely lively until 4:30 a. m. 

Altogether Mr. Chatterton gave five sep- 
arate and distinct performances every twen- 
ty-four hours and his opera house was well 
filled most of the time.

Week’s Business Larger. 

That the general trade of the city was 
helped by the centennial celebration is readily 
admitted by about all the different interests, 
especially those in hardware, dry goods, and 
apparel lines. Country retailers in these 
branches visited the city in surprisingly 
large numbers and were liberal buyers. The 
retail tradé was naturally augmented by the 
vast throng which took advantage of excur- 
sion rates. 

The price situation in a general way con- 
tinues steady. Coal is assuming a stronger | 
position, as might be expected at this time 
of the year, the month being ushered in with 
advances in the different producing fields, 
ranging from 10c to 35caton. Advances in 
the retail list will take place about the mid- 
dle of this month. Owing to a shortage in 
supplies railroads are reporting as doing 
some confiscating. These rumors have not 
been wholly confirmed, but it is reasonable 
to believe that at some local points railroads 
have run out of coal and have taken that 
intrusted to them for movement where their 
needs have been urgent. Later, if the heavy 
ratiroad business continues, it is assured that 


confiseations will be a feature of the situa- 


tion. It is known that some of the western 


roads have nearly exhausted stocks they 


had on hand in July, and that the curtail- 
ment of production has prevented them from 
securing sufficient quantities from the mines 
to meet their current requirements the last 
fortnight or longer. In anticipating the 
future market on western! bituminous coal, 
it is well to take this matter into considera- 
tion, as it will undoubtedly be a source of. 
considerable annoyance to dealers who are 
in urgent need of coal later in the season if 
cars, which they are depending upon, are 
diverted and do not reach them. 

“In.the anthracite trade,” says Black Dia- 
mond, “‘ an improvement in the demand has 
been noted during the last seven days. Con- 
sumers who neglected to meet their re- 
quirements during the summer are better 
buyers than they were, and deliveries are 
increasing from retail yards. In the larger 
cities shippers report that the demand from 
the wagon trade is much better than it was, 
ard this means that there will be consid- 
erable activity in the rail trade shortly. 

“This view of the situation is borne out 
by the investigations of a member of a large 
Chicago anthracite shipping firm during the 
last fortnight. Much of the more westerly 
territory was visited, and, while stocks !n 
dealers’ yards.were comparatively large, in 
the majority of instances it was discovered 
that this coal had been sold during the early 
and middle part of the summer. householders 
not having taken it into their cellars and 
bins owing to lack of storage room. Assoon 
ac this coal begins to move tnto consump- 
tion dealers will be in the market for addi- 
t:onal supplies. These conditions are true 
of Towa, southern Minnesota, western II)li- 
nois, and part of Wisconsin. and the con- 
clusion was arrived at, after a careful con- 
sideration of existing conditions, that an ac- 
tive business might be expected the present 
month and during November. It is not so 
certain but that this activity will continve 
until midwinter or later. This investigation 
also revealed that the general condition of 
coal buyers throughout the west was the best 
i some years, and that there was every 
prospect of a large consumption of both 
bituminous and anthracite coal for domestic 
purposes in all western territory. 

“Of the prepared sizes of anthracite com- 
ing forward there continues to be something 
ot a shortage in small egg. The demand 
for this coal has shown a substafhtial increase 
during the week, which has accentuated the 
situation as to supply.. In some quarters 
there is also a complaint of a shortage of the 
stove size, although this is not emphasized 


quite so much as the shortage of small egg.” 


¢  tIron Trade Waking Up. 


- Reports tbat the pig iron output is to be re- 
duced is having a slightly stifhulating effect 
on both fron and steel. Figures on the pro- 
posed reduction are placed at 20 per cent. 
Immediate needs of consumers are considera- 
ble, and from all directions there isan urgent 


who haye allowed supplies to get low, hop- 
ing that replenishments might be made at 
more favorable figures. 

In paint and color lines some of the jobbers 
say that there is a noticeable halt in trade, 
which they attribute to various causes, but 
not to the weather, which isideal. There are 
others who say that they can detect no 
change. They are sending out about the 
same volume of orders from day to day and 
‘are well pleased with the fall business. 
“Trade is not overactive, though, and there 
can hardly be a doubt but it would be of 
much larger volume if it were not for the 
numerous strikes throughout the country, 
which have seriously checked all kinds of 
business. The consolation: for the jobber or 
manufacturer of dull trade 
is in the aggregate results of the year, which 
have been, to date, the largest of any year of 
the previous ten. The coming year is looked 
forward to with anticipation as a year of 
probably generally higher prices than the 
present, as the markets show no signs of 
weakening.

WHEAT A SHADE HIGH 


SMALL GAIN FOR THE WEEK ON 
DOMESTIC SITUATION. — 
High Prices at $t. Louis, Attracting 
of Centract Red Winter 
Wheat from Here, and Good Mill- 
ing Demand for It, Alarm Shorts, 
‘Dietracting Attention from the Poor 
Export Demand and Large Ship- 
ments from Other Countries. 
| 
Prominent features of the domestic situa- 
tion, light stocks everywhere, particularly of 
contract grade, and the relatively high prices 
of other soft winter wheat markets, were the 
dominant factors in wheat most of the last 


‘week. There was a moderate rally in prices, 
with the December showing special strength, 


was an advance of nearly 2c in December and 
of Ic in May, but most of the advance was 
lost on Saturday, closing prices for the week 
only. %c and %c higher respectively than the 
preceding Saturday. The strength of the 
St. Louis market had offset everything which 
might seem bearish in the foreign situation, 
the continued heavy shipments by Russia, a 
big increase in the Indian shipments, and the 
poor export demand, foreigners refusing to 
follow even the moderate advance in the 
American market. — 

For a time the foreign situation dropped 
into the background, There was the belief 
foreigners must take more American wheat 
in the near future and that-at least until 
stocks accumulate more rapidly there was 
nothing to justify lower prices. December 
wheat in St. Louis had got nearly back to the 
high point of last month, and was at one time 
during the week full 7c premium over the 
Chicago price. Thereis an imposing long line 
for that delivery in that market, much larger 
than the present stocks there, which has had 
the natural tendency, with the smal! moye- 
ment of red winter wheat, of keeping that 
market firm. The premium makes a full 
shipping difference from Chicago, and during 
the last two weeks 600,000 bu No. 2 red have 
been reported sold from here to go to 8St- 
Louis. Receipts were canceled last week for 
about 500,000 bu. | : | ‘ 

St. Louis Premium Maintained. 

The sales have had no effect in the way of 
reducing the St. Louis premium, which has 
increased instead, but as they represent one- 
quarter of the entire No. 2 red stock here j

There was also a good country milling de-

Heavy Market in Corn. 

. Corn @id not share to any extent in the 
revived strength in wheat, and, in fact, still 
lower prices were established early in the 
week on continued liquidation. On the 
breaks there was a fair shipping demand, 
and the leading short interests were content 
to cover on a large scale, bringing about a 
emali reaction, but on renewed short selling 
on Saturday closing prices were about the

There has been little bull ort in this 
market, the general disposition being to as- 
sume that the crop to a large extent es- 
caped any serious harm by frost.

The move- 
ment has diminished, and there may be a 
further falling off and some sine fe in 
stocks, which may result in a firmer nfarket. 


Oats an Imitative Market. | 

The tendency in oats has been to follow the 
fluctuations in corn, and, with that grain at 
its weakest, oats have scored the lowest 
prices of the recent break, losing about Ic. 
The speculative position in oats is different, 
in that the big long line, the Patten line, is 
still supposed to be intact. It was bought 
at a higher price and there has been no sign 
of additions being made to it on the decline, 
but neither has there been any evidence of 
liquidation so far, and for this reason oats 
are now only %c under the top, while corn is 
9c lower than at its high point of some weeks 
. The country movement of oats con- 
tinues light, but there are signs of its in- 
creasing, and there has been no such ship- 
ping demand for oats as there has been for 
corn on the break. Eastern consumers ap- 
parently are well supplied apd are also se- 
curing supplies from other markets.

SENTIMENT IN WALL STREET 
‘CHANGES LIKE THE WIND. 


Apparent Disregard Shewn at Times 
During Last Week for Those Funda- 
mental Factors Which Should Be 
the Basis of Price Fluctuations — 
Weak Spots Exist, It Is Admitted, 
but Powerful Influences Have Cur- 


tailed Their Malign Effect. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRBSPONDENT. |] 

NEW YOR Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Every 
phase of s lative sentiment was in evi- 
dence at some time or other during the week 
just ended. The movement of prices in the 
stock market furnishes abundant food for 
reflection in view of the extreme sensitive- 
ness of the speculative feeling to minor in- 
fluences as well as the apparent disregard at 
times for those fundamental factors which 
are or should be the basis of price fluctua- 
tions and a guide to present or prospective 
values. 
A depression amounting to a hysteria and 
inducing practically a demoralization was in 
evidence early in the week. This was suc- 
ceeded by a wave of optimism, which con- 
verted the traders into prophets of prosperity 
in the market. The reaction was equally 
sudden, and this in turn was followed by an- 
other change of feeling and a hetterment of 
prices. The rapidity with which views 
changed and the agility with which traders 
reversed themselves might induce a belief 
that the sentiment was purely the effect and 
not the cause of the price movements. 


Undoubtedly the factors of the situation 
do not make for the stability of our financial 
or rather speculative structure. There are 
weak spots, but by the saving grace of power- 
ful influences their malign effect has been 
curtailed. The liquidation witnessed un- 
doubtedly has been part of the treatment 
necessary for the elimination of this specific 
weakness, but there is evident the fact that 
whenever there has been a drain on the in- 
dividual part it has infected the speculative 
body and weakened it until restorative 
methods have been adopted. The ability to 
do this, to stay the demoralization, to allay 
the nervous excitement, and to prevent a 
ble panic, is the best and most con- 
clusive evidence of the immense resources of 
this financial center and the structural 
strength of the speculative and financial 
edifice. 


Not infrequently it has been asserted that 
the banks are preventing the stock market 
from advancing, that they are hindering the 
natural reaction and scheming to maintain a 
low level in stocks. This complaint is in- 
sistent, but it lacks the basis of common 
sense. 

It is the old question as to who knows 
more about the condition of the patient, the 
casual visitor, eager to console the sick man, 
or the physician who has diagnosed the case, 
watched its every phase, and knows exactly 
the best treatment and that overexcitement 
would be fatal. Perhaps the man of medicine 
prescribes rest and quiet with sufficient ex- 
ercise to improve the condition gradually, 
and this is what the stock market needs. 


According to financial experts there are 
too many weak spots to permit undue ex- 
hilaration and a revival of speculative ex- 
citement would neutralize all the good that 
already has been accomplished. The fact is 
generally ignored that much energy was lost 
in the downward movement, and until the 
recuperative period has passed the market 
cannot get back to the point from which it 
has fallen. The most efficacious process 
now is a steady iniprovement and gradual 
r-adjustment of price values, inspired by the 
undoubted prosperity.

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LONDON MARKET MORE HOPEFUL 


Absence of Trouble in Settlement Has 
Had Good Effect on Stock Exchange 
—Securities Are Firm.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—There is no doubt that 

the absence of trouble at the stock exchange 
settlement has had a favorable effect on 
every department, though prices have not 
yet reached their best by any means. Still, 
the last day or two may be described as 
days of recovery. Not only was there a gen- 
eral rise in quotations, but an accession of 
business has led to a cheerfulness which is 
in pleasant contrast to the gloom which pre- 
vailed earlier in the week. 

No failures have occurred, and the mar- 
kets breathe again at having finished a brace 
of settlements in one week, each of which 
threatened to give rise to serious difficulties. 
There is certainly more business about now, 
especially in investment securities. Indeed, 
the crisis seems to have acted as a kind of 
advertisement for the stock exchange, con- 
vineing people that many prices were low, 
and in that way good has come even out of 
the evil of the sensation mongering. 


It' cannot be said there was any semblance 
of panic, not even in the consol department, 
during the critical time, and that the house, 
it is hoped, is finished with for the present, 
though there was every ground for it. Last 
Monday consols were down to 86%. Yester- 
day the price was 88%, and they even touched 
89 the day before. The difference of 2 per 
eent on this premier security speaks vol- 
umes to those who paths lie round &bout 
the city, but those engaged on the consol 
market are devoutly hoping the new ac- 
count may prove a less irksome skein to un- 
wind than that which has been finished with 
the payment of differences. Rarely has a 
settlement been so troublesome to those in- 


volved. 


In retail work, as wel! as in the more re- 
sponsible branches of business, firmness 
characterized the elose of the week in the 
.American railway market. Though prices 
wavered at times, the tone, on the whole, 
vas well maintained, and quotations closed 
with an all round improvement on the earlier 
portion of the week. It was the same with 
Canadians, which followed the example of 
the Americans. In the home railway mar- 
ket, too, a good tone prevails. Following

In conclusion 
the same paper says: ‘“ We anticipate that 
although the price of consols is likely to re- 
main low until the end of this year, early in 
1904 a considerable improvement will, take 
place, and that although a portion of the 
improvement may be lost again as sales to

the price will be restored to a much higher 
level.”’ 


Now, as to money positioff, the pressure 
at the end of the quarter does not seem to 
have revealed any serioys weakness in Lon- 
don. Indeed, there seems every reason for 
believing the position of the London market 
is-sound. Reports have been current as to 
serious difficulties on the stock exchange, and 
it is true one or two minor firms have had 
a little difficulty in meeting their losses, but 
have succeeded. That so great a shrinkage 
in prices as that which has taken place in 
recent months in the securities in which 
London chiefly is interested should not have 
had unpleasant results testifies in a striking 
manner, the Statist considers, to the sound- 
ness of the London market and increases 
the hope that the period of money stringency 
which now prevails will be got over without 
serious difficulty, Certainly the course of 
events is encouraging. «

Rev. J. H. Van Buren, bishop of 
Porto Rico, who has come to Chicago to raige 
funds to further his work there, preached 
yesterday afternoon at St. Paul's Episcopal 
church, Madison avenue and Fiftieth street.

| FALLS DEAD IN CHURCH 


| FEAR HE WAS MORDERED. 


ALVAH GRAY, RAILWAY ENGIN- 
EER, HAS DISAPPEARED. 


Only Partly Dressed, the Man Leaves 
His Boarding House on Errand and 
Never Returns—Pelice Are Asked to 
Investigate the Case—Chicago Med- 
ieal Student on Visit in Pittsburg, 
Pa., Missing — Had Ticket to New 


York and $1,000, \ 


Alvah Gray, a railway engineer, has been 
vainly sought by friends and relatives for 
the last week, and yesterday, despairing of 
finding the man, they notified the police 
and declared their belief that Gray has been 
murdered. 

The man, who is 24 years old, boarded at 
252 Milwaukee avenue. His relatives, who 
are wealthy, live in Princeton, Ind., and 
only’ were told of his mysterious disappear- 
ance after friends in Chicago had failed in 
their efforts to find him. 

Since his arrival in Chicago six months 
ago Gray has been employed by the North- 
western railway. Several other railway men 
who*have known Gray for years reside at the 
same place, and all abandoned their work 
last week to join in the search. 


Goes Out; Never Returns. 

Gray wrote several letters during the 
morning of Sept. 28 and asked the landlady, 
Mrs. C. Moltcer, for stamps. He could ob- 
tain none and, throwing a coat over his 
shoulders, said he would go to the nearest 
drug store to purchase some. He wore house 
slippers and was without collar or necktie. 

The man did not return and, after several 
hours, one of his friends began a search for 


the drug store and no trace of him could be 
found. 

The engineer was a man of good habits, 
and his friends fear he has met the fate of 
Ambrose P. Mullen, who disappeared from 
the same locality in a similar manner six 
months ago and whose body was found in the 
river. The secret of Mullen’s death never 
was explained, 


Medical Student Is Missing. 


Pittsburg, P&, Oct. 4.—[Special.}—Bartho- 
lomew O’Brien, a young trained nurse and 
medical student of Chicago, on his way from 
Chicago to New York, where he was to com- 
plete his medical education, has disappeared 
in this city.
